Ail the B,efo^-in candi- 
dates W(?ro successful business men, aud 
were not likely to negh;etthe ])ublic'3 busi- 
ness [elieersj, The ( iovoriuiiont luulit 
had showed t hat tlu-re was a very great 
nocossity for it, and it had opened tho 
eyos of the public to tho true stute of 
their alTairs. Tlie liabilities of the City, 
accordiag to the audit, amounted to ■ 
000; the assets to 811,000, of which only 
a little over §10,000 was available. Tlie 
new Council would find a heavy dolieit of 
511, 01)0, aud at tho end of tho next fiunn- 
cial year there would be a loss of 10,000 
at least. Those liguros show<>d there had 
been a very careless aud reckless manner 
of transacting the public businoss. No 
loa.>< thnn §04'2 was clainiml lo lii> <.liio Ijy 
the Clerk or the Oouncil. Uo should like 
to know how ^lat debt had been incurred. 
JlessrS". ($roanell| ■Williams' and DWm- 
inond hud sold to the. City goods. Tho 
(hty Council had paid §20 a day for j, 
curi-iago to Mr. Williums. [Cries of "out- 
rageous."] Ho did not believe in uoctet 
sessions, nor of passing accounts of Goun- 
oillors in private [cheersj. If he'was 
elected there Bhquld be no secret Coun- 
cils; ©very bill' Shorilcf bo' pAsaed' and 
every transaction should >io done in pub- 
lic | prcdonged cheorsj. ilo would con- 
duct tho business of tliat Couneil so that 
it would not bo a laughing-stock at homo 
and a scandal abroad [cheers]. He would 
maiutaiu order and would not commit 
breaches of decorum himself [prolonged 
cheers]. Ho would keep the accounts in 
a way that ovory ratoouyor might seo at a 
glance the liuanciol condition of tho City. 
[ Prolonged cheers. ] Mr. Drake no.vt re- 
ferred to tho Wati.'r Cumniissioner who 
was intended to be an otlicer in a nieasuro 
indepeadent of the Council. Tho Pro- 
vidciaVQave^nment had guaranteed the; 
water debentures and the Oommiflsioner 
was in some instances compelled to act 
independontly of tho Council. [Coun. 
Williams — You have his caso iu Court; 
that's why you talk for him. ] Mr. Drake 
invited Mr. Williams on the stand and ho 
wont up. He (Mr. Drake) believed tliat 
the Water Commissioner had been badly 
dealt with. He had been discharged for 
refusing to obey tho behests of the Mayor. 
[Cheers.] The Bystem of expenditure as 
practiced during the past two years ne- 
cessitated either incroased taxation or 
strict eoonoiuy, and he would jirefer tho 
latter alternativo. Tho Monk I'ontraet ho 
did noli wish to outer into because ho did 
not want to put Mr. Drnmmond in a posi- 
tion that would make him blush before 
the Ratepayori. Mr. Drake retired amidst 
prolonged chceriug. 

Mr. Driinimond ne.Kt oamo forwaril. He 
Baid that ho had scrveil in the Council 
stronuously two years, and ho would havo 
retired, but when that scurrilom paper 
called I'liE CoLoNiHT —a villainous t-hoet 
that was published iu our midst — had as 
sailed his fair name (laughter.) Hecamo 
forward to put tho slanders tt) tho test. 
Ho called tho audit an unfair one. He 
was willing to stand or fall by the audit. 
[Voice— You will fall.] Tho audit was 
wrong. [Voice — Then how can you stand 
or fall by it?] Uontlomon, we are now 
ahoad — with the exception of $3000 (roars 
of laughter which .
